3. At present Operation RSSfX oovers the Russian Zone of Oaruany 
as far as the Oder River as is shoen in TAB C. With this area covered bp 
a pproxieately $00 to iM agents, attention has been turned to tha dev el op* 
sent of strategic intelligence covering Rnsela, the Balkans, Poland, and the 
Bear Bast. Tha possibilities along this lino are outlined in TAB B. Al¬ 
though this phase of the operation is in its infancy, already relatione have 
been established with a ne ith e r of ZOBOV'S staff and with an associate of 
MIB O I AB, vho is a esaber of tha Politburo. 

Um During the period 1 April 1946 - 1 October 1946, the oper¬ 
ational ooets have been appraxiaately $130,000 in Allied Barks, $24,000 
in U.S. Currency, and certain aaounts of foodstuffs, soap, tobaooo, eta.
